When used in combination with high school GPA, SAT scores are
shown to be the best predictors of a student’s potential to
succeed in college

46% of prepared public school students in Rhode Island’s
class of 2014 graduated without taking a course in an available
AP® subject for which they had the potential to succeed or
attended a school that did not offer a course in the subject

Based on last year's PSAT/NMSQT results for 10th grade test-
takers in the public school class of 2016, there are at least:

» 1,245 students who have the potential for success in at least
one AP course

» 511 students who have the potential for success in at least one
STEM subject

= 105 underrepresented students
who have the potential for success
in at least one AP course
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Strengthening College Readiness: Equitable
Access to AP Is Important
Access to challenging course work is an essential step In
college and career readiness

The AP Program gives students the opportunity to pursue

Students who succeed on AP Exams are more likely to
graduate college on time, and have the potential to save
time and money through placement and credit-granting policies

RESULTS: Hoxby and Turner’s research showed that students applied to a greater number
of colleges, and enrolled in schools with higher graduation rates and higher instructional
expenditures per student.

CONCLUSION: Basic information can substantially increase the number of low-income
students who apply to, attend and graduate from top colleges.

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Delaware’s Getting to Zero Campaign

Partnership between Delaware and the College Board to
ensure all students who have shown the potential to
succeed in college, apply and enroll in a post-secondary
program

Goal to increase college awareness and access to college
opportunities for low income and college-ready students

Governor Markell and Secretary Murphy send packets to all
high-school seniors (1,800 students) with an SAT score of at
least a 1500 out of 2400

Early results indicate that every single one of those 1,800
college-ready high-school seniors applied to at least one
college, and 98% are on track to enroll in a college
